train was wrecked this morning abont 
six o'clock, at Thompson's Rna, about 
two miles west of South Portsmouth. 
A s a result of tho wreck, one man is 
dead and toil others morn or leas in- 
jured. 


The train, which is known as tho 


morning Fast Plying Virginian, is duo 
at South Portsmouth at 4:50. 
This 


morning, owing to heavy rains, 
the 


train was forty minutes late. 
Tho 


train was running slower than schedule 
time. 


About 
two miles west of South 


Portsmouth is a small stream, knowr 
as Thompson's Bun. 
The O. & O. has 


bridged this with a stono culvert, ant 
at this end is a fill. Ag the train ap 
preached tho rnn, running nt between 
thirty and thirty-five miles an hour 
the engineer noticed that the bed of the 
track was washed out. 
In an instan 


he felt the train give and slide to thi 
left. 
Luckily, the engineer reverset 


the engine, 
and with his fireman 


jumped 
for his life. 
The 
engim 


dropped into the ditch, and the bag 
gage, mail and smoking cars piled on 
top of it. 


The scene of the wreck is Httlo 


than t\vo miles weat of South Ports 
mouth, at tho eastern end of the fil 
across Thompson Bun. In approachin; 
the fill there is a cut some eight or te 
feet deep, in whicn iml along tho 
south side of tho track runs a small 
ditch. 
The water, in descending some 


forty or fifty feet to tho body of 
Thompson's rnn, has cut out quite a 
long, deep ravine.

the 0. & O. depot at South Ports- 
mouth, about three-quarters of an hour 
after it happened. 
Tho mes.sugo SVUH 


brought up by tho brakoman on tho 
train. 
He only waited to ascertain 


how many wero killed and 
injured, 


and then started on a dead i-nn for tho 
South Portsmouth depot, covering the 
distance of nealry three miles in a re- 
markably short apace of time. 


When tho brakoman burst into tho 


little depot across tho river with his 
startling news, a message was immedi- 
ately sent to Cincinnati. A telephone 
message was sent to Dr. Titus, the road 
physician. 
He sent for Dr. 
Kurd in, 


and these two gentlemen hustled across 
tho river, whero a hand-car had boon 
gotten in readiness in the meantime. 
They were promptly hustled down to 
the scene of tho wreck. 


By the time tno physicians arrived 


the 
passengers 
and trainmen had 


gathered up all the injured and placed 
them in the sleepers where they could 
bo easily attended to. 
Shortly after 


the doctors arrived, and before they 
could attend to all the wounded, the 
west-bound 
accommodation, which 


passes here at 7:10, arrived at the 
wrock and, hitching onto the sleepers, 
pulled them back to South Portsmouth. 


The passengers, both injured and un- 


injured, were promptly brought across 
the rivf-r, A. A. Branch having a half- 
doy.on omnibuses ready for their accom- 
modation.

were made comfortable in the sleepers, 
preferring to remain there. 


By the time the accommodation

Burma is ouo of tho countries that 


flre changing Tory fast, and one of the 
things that have changed in Burma is 
tho dacoit. Tho sportive gentlemen de- 
scribed by Rudyard Kipling and others 
who crucified villagers wholesale and 
filled old ladies with kerosene were 
flourishing in full vigor less than ten 
years ago, but they already belong as 
completely to tho past as Dick Tnrpiii 
and his colleagues in England. No doubt 
a fresh war or auy event seriously shak- 
ing the British power or reputation 
might produce a recrudescence of tho old 
disease, but in tho meantime tho dacoits 
have entirely changed their habits. In- 
stead of living together in bands in tho 
jungle they aro scattered through sepa- 
rate villages 'iu tho guise of peaceful 
cultivators. 
During tho day each man 


attends to his paddy fields just liko his 
neighbors, and it is only nt night that 
they meet together for tlio dispatch of 
their moro important and lucrative busi- 
ness. 


Dacoity aa defined by law is simply 


robbery committed by a band of five 
men or more, and it is important only 
because of tbs Burman's strong natural 
propensity toward it and the great diffi- 
culties which his national character 
places iu the way of his detection. 
It 


must always be remembered that, Bur- 
ma boing in n transition stage and 
much less settled than India and the 
government boing extremely short hand- 
ed, an immense amount of various kinds 
of work falls upon each single English 
official. 
Hence it is wholly impossible 


for him to exercise any close or detailed 
supervision over auy particular part of 
his district. 
This of itself renders tho 


detection of criminals a difficult mat- 
ter. When the dacoits were in tho woods, 
it was simply a case of turning out oc- 
casionally to hunt them down. At pres- 
ent the matter must necessarily bo left 
chiefly in tho hands of natives. 


Now, the- natives are for the most 


part honest and tolerably law abiding, 
and they havo no sympathy whatever 
with a man who goes dacoiting, but tho 
dacoit goes armed, and the supinonoss 
aud cowardice of tho Bnrmaii in the 
presence of arms, moro particularly of 
firearms, aro something almost incom- 
prehensible to the western mir.d. It is 
quite sufficient for a'party of half a dozen 
men to havo a gun among them—effect- 
ive or useless, loaded or empty, matters 
little, tho mere show is enough—and 
they may go fearlessly to work in the 
midst of a crowd. No ouo will interfere 
with them. Iu moro than one instance 
bold robbers havo made successful at- 
tacks when armed merely with their 
dabs—the dagger which every Bumian 
carries—and with a pretended riflo made 
of a stick, with which they frightened 
off all opposition. 


But perhaps tho strange workings of 


tho native character aro best exhibited 
in tho following case, which occurred 
quite recoutly. The facts are vouched 
for by an English officer: There was a 
band of five men who were in the habit 
of practicing dacoity occasionally. Threo 
of them, camo from tho same village— 
riot a common thing, as it makes detec- 
tion easier—tho fourth from another 
village, and, as for the fifth, 110 man 
knows whence ho came, for reasons that 
•will appear. One night these five men, 
armed with nothing hut their knives 
aud spears, which aro used for fishing 
in lower Burma, entered a house, tied 
up tho owner and began plundering. 
Now, this houso was in a largo village, 
containing not only a population of 
some 1,400, but a police past with 15 
native policemen armed with Binders. 
Tho alarm was given and the house 
surrounded, and then there was a pause. 
The robbers continued their work undis- 
turbed within. The villagers, .some 200 
or 300 ablebodicd men, all more or less 
armed, sat around on the dam which 
surrounds and protects every houso on 
the delta, looked down on tho houso and 
discussed tho question. The police stood 
rather nearer tho house aud fired shots 
into it through the bamboo walls, hurt- 
ing no one. 


One solitary policeman after a timo 


volunteered to advance. He crept up 
quite closu to the houso and fired in 
through an opening in the wall. 
Then 


he went farther and actually put his 
head and part of his body through tho 
hole, apparently to see what execution 
he had done. Ono of the robbers prompt- 
ly pinned him to the ground with a fish 
spear and killed him. By this timo they 
had completed their preparations; so 
they sallied forth, each man with his 
pack of plunder on his back. 
Though 


the house was surrounded, thfiy appear 
to havo bad no difficulty in making 
their way through, only the police fired 
after them with buckshot and hit three 
of them in the back, not seriously 
wounding them. 
But one of the band 


had the misfortune to stumble and fall. 
Instantly the crowd rushed upon him, 
and before ho could rise literally hacked 
him to pieces, and so effectively that 
not tho slightest c2ew to his identity 
remained.

Notwithstanding that artificial re- 


frigeration has so largely taken the 
phico of ice, it is often desirable, oven 
in small plants, to make some ico for 
table and other purposes. 
In hotels 


and restaurants this is particularly true, 
and nothing but tho poor results that 
have been obtained in tho past has pre- 
vented this from being done moro exten- 
sively. 


The old method was to put common 


filtered hydrant water into cans and 
freeze it into white, unattractive iee, 
useful only for cooling purposes, and 
hardly suitable for tl'» table. Distilling 
and purifying apparatus is found neces- 
sary to make acceptable iee by this proc- 
ess, and tho manifold duties of tho op- 
erating engineer usually prevent the 
giving of proper care and attention to 
the various purifying devices, with tho 
result that thu quality of the product is 
quite inferior. 


There is now developed, however, a 


practical method of making ico in large 
or small quantities on tho "plate sys- 
tem," freezing outwardly from tho re- 
frigerating coils, excluding impurities 
into the residual water, circulating this 
wator by means of a circulating pump 
through filters to remove air and im- 
purities, giving clean, pure crystal ico 
from water of almost any reasonably 
good quality. Tho ice is then harvested 
by a steam cutter, which pushes its 
square nose down in tho tank and cuts j 
off a slab of ice whenever required. A j 
tank of this character, added to a re- | 
frigernting plant, is a most useful and | 
profitable adjunct, especially consider- 
ing that the high quality of tho product 
is chiefly a function of tho method 
rather than tho skill of operation.—W. 
0. Korr iu Cassicr's Magazine.

BE'ECHER'S ABOLITIONISM. 


Mil* Million's 1'ather. 


My father belonged to the post-Goethe 


period, though Goethe (died lbi!2) sur- 
vived him. Ho was born in 179-1, and 
died iu 1827, and yet in that short life 
ho established a lasting reputation not 
only as n scholar, but as a most popu- 
lar poet. His best known poems aro tho 
"Griechculieder," 
tho 
Greek 
songs 


which ho wroto during the Greek war 
of independence. These Greek songs, iu 
which his lovo of tho ancient Greeks is 
mingled with his admiration for heroes 
such as Kauaris, Marcos Bozzaris and 
others who helped to shako off tho 
Turkish yoke, produced a deep impres- 
sion all over Germany, perhaps because 
they breathed the spirit of freedom and 
patriotism, which was then systematic- 
ally repressed in Germany itself. Tho 
Greeks never forgot the services render- 
ed by him in Germany, as by Lord By- 
ron in England, iu rousing a fooling of 
indignation against tho Turk, and aa 
tho marble for Lord Byron's monument 
in London was sent by somo Greek ad- 
mirers of the great poet, tho Greek par- 
liamcut voted a shipload of Pentolican 
marble for tho national monument erect- 
ed to my father in Dessau. His lyrical 
poems also are well known all over Ger- 
many, particularly tho cycles of tho 
"Schoue Mullcrlu" and the "Wintcr- 
rniso," both so marvelously fiot to mu- 
sic by Schubert and others. Ho certain- 
Iv had caught tho truo tone of tho poet- 
ry of tho German people, and many of 
his poems have become national proper- 
ty, being sung by thousands who do not 
know whose poems they aro singing.—

Mrs. Henry Ward Beeeher, in a graph- 


ic, reminiscent article entitled "When 
Mr. Beeeher Sold Slaves In Plymouth 
Pulpit" in Tho Ladies' Homo Journal, 
tells of tho peril in which tho famous 
preacher placed his life by his fearless 
advocacy of the abolition of slavery. 
"Iu 


1847 Mr. Beeeher became tho pastor of 
Plymouth church, Brooklyn, nnd in his 
inaugural sermon," she says, "ho frank- 
ly stated the position that ho in tended 
to hold in opposition to human slavery. 
Tho majority of tho church members 
agreed with him, but the- majority of 
tho pcoplo of Now York and Brooklyn 
woi'o southern sympathizers. Of tho re- 
alities of slavery they knew nothing. 
They regarded it sentimentally as a pa- 
triarchal institution thathad como down 
from Biblical times and that guvo tho 
southern people uniplo leisure to develop 
into charming ladioH and eloquent poli- 
ticians. 


"Mr. Boeehcr carno to opon tho eyes 


and arouse tho consciences oC thcso sen- 
timentalists, and ho encountered as hit- 
ter an opposition as that which ho hail 
faced in Cincinnati. Ho was abused as 
n negro worshiper, ho was threatened 
•with personal 
violence, n mob was 


formed in New Yovk to tour down tho 
ohurcb iu which ho preached. 
I havo 


known him, in response to my entreat- 
ies to be careful, to walk in tho middle 
of tho streets of Brooklyn, with his 
baud on the revolver in his packet, lest 
ho should bo suddenly attacked. Letters 
amiouncing tho dispatch of infernal ma- 
chines to onr houso were often received 
—in fact, they averaged ouo or two per 
week. 


"I remember that ouo day an immense

of the ill-fated train and some of the 
wounded, the grade was hlaok 
wifch 


people. 
They stood around for 
an 


hour or more iu little 'groups, discuss- 
ing the matter. 
Many of the more 


curious crossed the river aud, after 
inspecting the slnepora, fully fifty or1 


seventy-five started out ou a tramp to 
the scene of the disaster. 
Many of 


these had kodaks aud went prepared 
to get views of the wreck. 


THE PORTSMOUTH PEOPLE. 
When the train pulled into South 


Portsmouth, five people from this city 
were waiting on the platfrm. 
They 


were Carl Ricker aud Ora Finney, of 
the Portsmouth National bank; Rich- 
ard Maddock, Win. Wolfe, of the Ports- 
mouth Heel Co., and William Kinui- 
soii, a young man who works for Dr. 
L. D. AllardJ They all entered the 
second day coach. Carl Ricker and 
Ora Fiune}T, when seeu by the Times 
reporter, gave a graphic account of the 
wreck. 
"We had barely gotten com- 


fortably seated," said Mr; 
Rickor; 


"Finney was in the second seat from 
the front and I was in the third sent, 
on the south side of the coach. 
Kiuui- 


sou was sitting immediately behind us. 
Just after we pulled out of the station, 
Maddock aud Wolfe got up aud said 
thev were going into the smoker to en- 
joy n cigar. 
They had barely left the 


coach, when I heard n bumping uoiso 
as the wheels struck the ties. Then we 
were thrown up in the air and shaken 
up. Then the cur earne to a stand still. 
It was standing on au incline, so that 
it was not possible to walk without 
pulling yourself by the seat. 
I started 


to work myself to the door.faud got out 
by way of the platform— the regular 
way. 
Fiuuey did nut stop to do this. 


He smashed out th». window by his 
seat «Mid made his way out there iu 
great haste. 
We went forward, then. 


The wreck was awful. 
The coaches 


were telescoped so thoroughly that they 
looked like one coach, aud the engine 
was buried out of sight. 


Wheii wo went forward some of the 


trainmen were helping the roadmaster, 
Mr. Stout, out o£ the wreck. 
He was 


injured about the head and cheat. 
He 


asked for some whisky aud somebody 
went to get it. Before they came back, 
Stout was unconscious and died in a 
few minutes. 
Ho was so badly hurt 


that he did not suffer much. 
No one 


in our car waa injured. ' ' 


William Kinuisou, who also got on 


at South Portsmouth, did not wait on 
the accommodation. 
He walked up 


from the wreck. 


Another passenger in the clay coach 


was Mr. Hinch, cashier of the Fifth 
National bank of Cincinnati. He was 
not hurt. This is the second wreck Mr. 
Hinch has been in during the past 
twenty-four hours. 
Yesterday he was 


iu a small wreck on the N. & W. He 
came back to Portsmouth and was en- 
tertained by the Portsmouth 
bank 


officials here. "If 
I get home all 


right, I'm not going to Jonah any 
more trains," said Mr. Hinch to a 
Times reporter. 


A Times reporter called on Messrs. 


Wolfe and Maddock. Their 
homes 


were crowded with friends, who bad 
come in to see and hear about the 
wreck. 


Mr. Wolfe said: "I was in the 


smoking car. 
Maddock and I were the 


only passengers in the car. 
We were 


in the rear end. The train was run- 
ning at moderate apeeed. I felt the 
engine reverse, then could hear the 
oars in front of me crashing. 
When 


the car that I was in struck, the end 
of the car mashed in and came rapidly 
toward us, stopping at the seat in 
front of me. Maddock was in the seat 
behind. 
My leg was pinned between 


the scats. I extricated 'myself, aud 
hearing 
Maddock groaning 
behind, 


found him tightly pinned in. 
I then 


got him loose. Tne car was nearly an 
end. 
Wo broke a window, and as we 


were some distance from the ground, 
we had to wait until a plank was 
placed from the window to the ground. 
We then crawled out and to 
the 


ground. 
The car we were in was 


mashed to pieces, except the seats in 
which we were sitting. 


Mr. Richard Maddock said: "A 


few minutes after we went into the 
car, I felt a shock. 
A moment later I 


felt a second shck, and I noticed the 
end of the car we were in and all the 
seats coming towards us and the car 
was almost on end. 
This bound me in 


between the seats; the end of the car 
came to within two seats ot us, the 
seats being on either side of us. 
I was 


suffering great pain. 
Mr. Wolfe ex- 


tricated me, and, breaking a window, 
we were taken down some ten or fifteen 
feet to the ground." 


IX THE SLEEPERS. 


Xone of the passengers in the sleep- 


ers were injured. 
In fact, these cars 


•were scacrely jarred, some of the pas- 


could hear people groaning all about 
me. 
I ran forward to whore the 


wreck appeared to be the worst. 
Just 


as I got to the edge of the embank- 
ment, I saw a man trying to crawl up 
out of the debris. 
I went to help him. 


It was Stout, the roadmastor. 
He was 


fearfully injured about the head, aud 
could not talk. 
Ho died in a few min- 


utes. 
The other passengers came out 


and we got all the injured aud made 
them comfortable iu the sleepers. 


Another passenger in the sleeper was 


Frern .nt Oole, a 
wealthy merchant 


from New York City. 
Mr. Oole was 


accompanied by his wife trad little 
daughter, and they occupied a state 
room iu the forward sleeper. 
They 


were sleeping soundly whou the wreck 
occurred, aud Mr. Cole was not awak- 
ened. 
Mrs. Oole awoke, and her little 


daughter was thrown out of the berth. 
While they were wondering what had 
happened, ttioy heard the porter shout- 
ing out that the train 
had 
been 


wrecked 
aud 
many 
killed. 
They 


dressed hurriedly and rushed out to 
view the wreck. "It was tho most ter- 
rible sight I ever saw," said Mrs. Cole. 
"I've traveled thousands of miles aud 
been iu small wrecks, but never saw 
anything like this. 
I never want to 


again, cither." 


Another passenger in the sleeper was 


a tali old gentleman with a long, flow- 
ing board. Ho refused to give his 
name, but was in a beastly humor. 
He said all his baggage was lost iu tho 
wreck, and he was goiug to make 
somebody pay for it. 
He'd be d—d if 


he'd be imposed on by any railroad 
company. 
He did a lot of kicking at 


South Portsmouth.

II. Myers, fireman on tho ill-fated 


train, was seeu iu the smoking apart- 
ment of one of the Pullmans at South 
Portsmouth by a Times reporter. 
Mr. 


Myers lives in 
Coviugtou. 
Ho was 


wrapped up in a blanket, and 
was 


suffering from u bruised hip aud leg. 
He took the accident very philosoph- 
ically, however, and was pulling away 
nt a cigar. 


"There ain't much to say," ho re- 


marked. 
"We were pulling along at 


about our usual speed. Were running 
a little slower than nsntil, and I was 
keeping a sharp lookout. 
We were 


afraid of washouts. 
There were three 


of us on the engine—Engineer Fair- 
head, Roadmastor Stout and myself. 
Stout joined us up the river. 
All of a 


sudden we saw the ditch directly in 
front of ua, and in a second we were 
in it aud the mail and baggaga cars 
piling up on top of us. 
Tho nexl 


thing I remember I was getting out ol 
there as fast as I could. I did not 
notice that I was hurt much at first, 
but I soon found that I was badly 
bruised. 
I tell you, it was lucky tha 


we escaped with our lives. 
It was the 


closest call I ever had." 


Eugiueor 
Fairhead was suffering 


from bruises oh the hips and elbow 
and a bad scalp wound. The latte 
had not been bandaged and was bleed 
ing. 
He declined to talk, saying tha 


the fireman had told it all right. 


OLEARIISG UP THE WREOK. 


The C. & O. were prompt in their 


efforts to clear the trick. Two wreck 
trains were sent out, one from Hnnt- 
iugton and one from Covington. 
The 


Huntington train arrived at the wreck 
at 9 :80. Tho train was in charge of J. 
M. Gill, general superintendent of the 
western division of the C. & O.; E. L.

Bow "Lyiiigf Tom Hitrrett" Cnnie to Tell 


the Yarn—A Rivalry Un<l Grown Up 
Among the MuiiclmuKcns, but the Mo- 
hicau tie Was a Little Too Much. 


Very many persons may remember 


tha story that was telegraphed aud ca- 
bled all over tho world iu the summer 
cf 1895 of tho sinking of tho United 
States revenue cutter Mohican by t!>o 
British son! pirate Belle of the Pacific 
eoruewhoro in that indefinite part of tho 
north Pacific ocean known to all Alas- 
kans as "tho westward." Not so many 
probably will remember that the story 
was a fake, because it is the lamentable 
history of such things that the truth 
never completely overtakes the lie. 
It 


«,vaa a lie out of whole cloth, as wns 
demonstrated when tho Mohican turned 
tip all right that fall at the end of tho 
patrol season, but tho manner of its pub- 
lication has not been told. 


This lie began to have its being years 


ago when the steamers first began to 
take tourists from "down below," as 
Alaskans cull the States, up through tho 
gorgeous scenery of tho north Pacific 
coast line for a poop at the northern ter- 
ritory. 
As a usual thing the tourists 


spend eight or ten hours ashore at Ju- 
neau aud as much more in Sitka. Somo- 
timos they make a dash up to Muir gla- 
cier. 
Altogether they see a lot of tho 


country in a panoramic sort of way, and 
they hear a great deal more about it. It 
is one of tho lands where tho blindest 
bluffs hold good and the wildest talcs 
are true. So when they got back to tho 
States again, the tourists begin to uu- 
fold to their friends and their friends' 
friends and to their acquaintances and 
to anybody who will listen, particularly 
to overcredulous newspaper men, tho 
wildest tales that human ingenuity can 
devise. 


For a long timo the Alaskans did 


their best to chase down these lies, but 
they failed. The liar had all the advan- 
tages Oi telegraphs aud daily mails and 
tho widespread publicity given by tho 
too credulous newspaper men. Then tho 
Alaskans gave up tho direct attack and 
took up tho gentlo art of lying them- 
selves. They had BO much time to prac- 
tice whou there waa nothing else to in- 
terfere that every two weeks, when tho 
dnilbont came iu, a fine new crop of 
marvolons Btories had been carefully 
harvested for dissemination in 
the 


States. Tho steamship men wore always 
the medium through which these storieg 
AVCro communicated to tho credulous 
public of Oregon, Washington and Cali- 
fornia. 
These steamship 
men rapidly 


acquired a largo reputation with the 
readers of thrilling newspaper accounts 
of bravo newspaper deeds. 
The people 


on the Pacific coast seem to bo singular- 
ly open minded and receptive. But even 
they caught on aftor awhile to tho fact 
that tho Alaskans wore jollying them. 
Then resentment took tho natural form, 
and you couldn't find a Pacific coast 
man with a horso rake who would bo- 
liovo an Alaska steamship man's story 
If tho narrator was literally incased in 
Bibles. 


It developed through the somewhat 


general competition that as a compouud- 
«r of a bio tales Tom Barrett was cusily 
at tho head. Ho won his distinction and 
his title at tho Kiuno time,, springing 
from comparative obscurity in tho ranks 
of liars by ono successful coup. Barrett 
was in tlia employ of a trading company 
at tho westward. 
Ho rolled into Sitka 


ono day with the most astonishing sto- 
ries of tho auriferous riches of Middle- 
ton island, a little chunk of rock and 
•and that had been heaved up above the 
•water by some submarine volcanic erup- 
tion far out iu tho middle of tho north 
Pacific ocean. All Alaska that could go 
started for Aliddleton island on tho 
strength of Barrett's yarns, and all 
Alaska that couldn't go grub staked 
somebody who could. When the excite- 
ment was over and those who went to 
Middle!on island had got back and those 
who didn't go were out 
their grub 


stakes, tho man who had started tho 
rush spontaneously hrramo known to all 
Alaska ;is "Lying Tom Barrett." 


"Lying Tom Barrett" told the yarn 


nbout thu Mohican to the newspaper man 
in Port Townshi-nd, who telegraph 
a column of it to hi* ]t:ipor in Seuttle 
and started it around tho world. Bar- 
rett wns coming down from Alaska and 
on tho way put up the job with tho . 
steamship men to spring a yarn that 
should make n sensation in tho States. 
Tho steamship men knew they couldn't 
make it go tliemsi-lves, but they agreed 
to back Barrett up in whatever lie said 
and to give him a good send off if there 
w;is effort at verification. 
So when tho 


steamer put in at J'orr Towiifhond, Bar- 
rett got himself interviewed, and the 
next day thu world was rending "Cap- 
tain Tbonuis Barrett's" remarkable sto- 
ry cf the loss of the Mohican. 
When 


tho yarn got bank to Jiuionu and Sitka, 
theie were some Alaskans who laughed 
mightily nt the hoax, but others, who 
knew tho oflirersof the Mohican thought 
of the cruelty of it to the relatives and 
friends of the cutter's men, and on the 
whole Barrett's story did not ine.ef with 
tho approval even of tho liars. 
That 


was carrying tho thing too far. Harm- 
less stories about islands of gold or im 
possible customs of unheard of people 
were well enough, but this lie turned 
tho tide in favor of truthfulness and 
now Alaskans are more circumsi'tvt in 
their Mories about the territory. But 
Barrett will never be anybody but "Ly- 
ing Tom" to them.—New York Su:;.

tural Record, explains sculpture as ap- 
plied to Paris houses. "Twenty years 
ago," Mr. Ma/.as says, "tho external or- 
namentation of French houses was, in 
general of a very sober character. " To- 
day decoration is very much in fashion 
and prchaps not always discreet. 


M. Paul Henoux, having been in- 


trusted with tho erection of the new 
town hall at Les Lilas, a charming lit- 
tle place near Paris, conceived the idea 
of treating all tho sculpture of tho 
building with lilacs. Tho capitals, tho 
balcony, tho friezes and tho flower work 
placed above tho dormer windows rep- 
resent nothing but sprays, bunches, 
leaves and pel uls of lilac. The brackets 
of the windows are also fcrmocl of flow- 
ers of the s'ime spring shrub. As to'tho 
baluster of the grand staircase, it repre- 
sents a trellis with branches of lilao 
climbing over it.

the most graceful variations upon this 
single theme adopted by him. We will 
also mention a house designed by M.

throughout the ages a constant effort to 
diminish tho terrors of operations aud a 
continuous reprobation of tho distress- 
ful, not to say cruel, modes of prac- 
tice adopted by preceding generations. 
And yet the time is not very far distant 
from oura when they lopped off a limb 
by striking it violently with o heavy 
knife; that time when they knew nei- 
ther how to stop nor how to prevent 
hemorrhage but by burning tho part 
whence the blood jetted with boiling oil 
or the redhot iron; tbat time when sur- 
geons armed themselves at every mo- 
ment with pinchers, with burning can-, 
terios and with instrument the repre- 
sentations even of which cause terror. 


"But tho presence of pain was not tho 


only evil dreaded by our predecessors in 
attempting important operations. 
The 


great risk of fatal accident from some in- 
voluntary movement of the patient was 
constantly present to tho mind of tho 
conscientious surgeon, 'flow often,' says 
Dr. Valentino Mott, 'when operating in 
some deep, dark wound, along tho course 
of some great vein, with thin walls al- 
ternately distended and flaccid with the 
vital current—how often have I dreaded 
that some unfortunate struggle of tho 
patient would deviate the knife u little 
from its proper course and that I, who 
fain would bo the deliverer, should in- 
voluntarily become the executioner, see- 
ing my patient perish in my hands by 
tho most appalling form of death! Had 
he been insensible I should have felt no 
alarm.' 


"Coming down to the days more im- 


mediately preceding the date of the 
gruat discovery, wo find that opium and 
alcohol were the only agents which con- 
tinued to be regarded as of practical 
value in diminishing the pain of opera- 
tions, though the attendant disadvan- 
tages of their employment were of conr.so 
recognized.

TJio Sunflower nnd Itn Uses. 


The sunflower is a native of America. 


In 10(5!) it was introduced into Europe 
and is now extensively cultivated there, 
pariic.ularly in linssia, where it has 
been grown for 50 years, principally for 
the oil contained in its seed. The seeds, 
after tho shcliii arc removed, contain 34 
per cent of oil. This oil is clear, light 
yellow, nearly odorless, and of a pecul- 
iar pleasant and mild taste. It is said 
to bo superior to both almond and olive 
oil for table purposes and is used in 
making soap and candles. 
In Russia 


the larger seeds are sold in immense 
quantities to the lower classes of the 
people, who eat the kernels as wo do 
peanuts. The stalks furnish a valuable 
fertilizer, while the green leaves are 
dried, pulverized and mixed with meal 
as food for cowa. The stalk produces an 
excellent fiber. It is sard that Chinese 
silk goods commonly contain nioro or 
less sunflower fiber.
